To the Members of the Society of american Bacteriologists: 


I am fully appreciative of the honor conferred upon me at the New Haven meet- 
ing. I quickly found that the Presidency is more than an honor. The selection of 
conmittees from « society of 1200 members scattered to the ends of the earth is a 
real task. Ve have many members who huve spent lifetimes working with bacteria; 
we have many who have turned "“virusites" and slmost forgotten bacteria; we have 
others who turned serologists ¢nd spend taeic time fighting bacteria; we have proto 
zoologists who work with organisms which feed on bacteria; we heve biochemists who 
Make specific reagents out of bacteria; and there are folks like me who watch their 
cultures carefully to exclude bacteria. Somehow, I am supposed to loox after pol- 
icies, assist in maxing progruus, una to appoint such comuittees as will fairly 
represent such orgunizeation. 


The Society is continuing to support ABSTRaCTS OF MICROBIOLOGY for the year 
1940. It is my belief in harmony with the action of the Council, that whatever 
else a worker in bacteriology needs or does not ueed, access to a xey to the cur- 
rent literature of his science is essentiul to every worker who would keep in touch 
with progress, To put abstracting on such 4 sound basis as to serve us all, about 
a thousand members of the society and five thousand more outside its membership 
should send in their subscriptions. 
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So much for the organization--the secretury wili tell the rest of this story. 
Nov. jet us remember that in fact we are all biologists. We are dealing with life 
in specific manifestations but with fundamental characters which bind all living 
things together. You and I will need to spend much of our time upon diversity but 
not to forget the coimon bond--the basal monogeneity of living things which makes 
possible our individual usefulness to euch other in this society aud our capability 
of service to humanity. 


Let us plan to invade St. Louis in December, 1940, in force, eacn prepared to 
contribute something to the grand total of a good meeting, where we yet new ideas, 
revitalize old impulses, extend our mental horizons and establish enduring friend- 
ships. St. Louis is a great city. It is full of great industries, many of wich 
utilize microbial activities. It is a yreat center of trade in commodities inter- 
esting to many of our menbers. Its approaches from every direction give opportunity 
to visualize the problems of agriculture in the greet agricultural states of the 
Mississippi Valley. The trip will be a4 home-coming to some of us and full of 
inspiring interest to those to whom its problems are new. I know the welcome of 
St. Louis from many years’ association, ond feel sure that the same cordiality will 
be accorded to all who attend.

BIOLOGIVaL RaCTS 


The editorial staff feels tnat a part of the difficulties of BIOLOGICaL saBSTR- 
ACTS rests upon the fact that the needs of biologists were not stuuied intensively 
enough in former days, and that the ABSTRaCTS was not adapted to the wishes and 
requirements of the biological fraternity. With that in mind as Well as the fact 
that this is a period of swift change in all fields, the editors are making a study 
of readers’ preferences, emphasizing the point that BIOLOGICsL ABSTRACTS is the bio- 
logists' property and is willing, to consider new ideas. 


Suggestions of a number of individuals have not yet been put into operation, 
partly because furtiier infovwation is desired as to wajority preference. For in- 
stance, there is the idea of printing 4 one-side-of-the-.uge edition of BLOLOGICal 
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ABSTRACTS, suitable for cutting and pasting. Another group would like a different 
form of citation, giving the title before the author. The editors welcome such 
ideas, and would like to know how extensive is the demand before putting them into 
effect. 


During 1939 the editorial staff has worked hard to make BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS 
better adapted to current needs of biologists, and with encouraging results. Con- 
crete examples are the formation of the new section on Biometeorology-Bioclimatol- 
ogy, and arranging for cooperation with the National Research Council on a section 
on Aerobiology. 


Another i.iprovelent being given consideration now is the organization of a 
Section dealing with tne developwent of new apparatus and adaptations of previously 
described apparatus. Under such a scheme, a systematic continuing searcn of the 
literature, including, that of physics und chemistry, would be carried out with the 
ain of bringing to light all apparatus of possible uepplication in biology. Ho 
to locate such information, now to put it on record, now to index it, are problems 
Which have not to date been satisfectorily solved. Opinions as to the feasibility 
of such a plan, end suggestions for its performence if feasible are requested. 


In spite of all this new activity, the editors realize that the fundamental 
basis for the success of BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS lies in steady, unspectacular routine 
work, involving the complete, prompt, and scholarly coverage of the research liter- 
ature. Toward this end 95 per cent of their efforts are directed.

The Committee on Bucteriological Technic calis attention to the fuct that 
comments received at the recent meeting at New Haven huve raised the question 
Whesher it is generally reslized thet criticisms of the Manuul of liethods for Pure 
Culture Study of Bucteria gre ulways welcome. «as the Manuel is published in loose- 
leaf form, consisting of ten leaflets, at least three of which are revised each 
year, the publication is virtually rewritten about every three years. This gives 
opportunity for frequent change, und the Comittee is always on the watch for new 
procedures that should be ineluded end for improvements that should be mentioned in 
the case of old procedures. The Committee never regards the Manual as perfect, and 
realizes thet users must frequently run onto methods which are not given in it in 
the most up-to-date form; but unless such objections are calied to the Comnittee's 
attention, the necessary iuprovements in the Manual cunnot be made as promptly as 
would be desirable. 


Anyone Wishing to recomuend any change is invited to correspond with the 
Cheirman, Dr. H. J. Conn of the agr. Expt. Sta., Geneva, New York. «attention is 
called, however, to the fact that it is not the Comuittee’s policy to include pre- 
viously unpublished methods in the Manuel; accordingly, anyone having « new method 
to propose is asked to publish it somewhere else first and then to bring it to the 
ettention of the Comittee, with exact bibliographicel citation, if possible a¢gcom- 
panied by a reprint of the paper in which it has been published. ; 


BIOTECH PUBLICATIONS 


The October number of this News Letter carried a notice concerning the reorg- - 
anization of the publication work of the Comittee on Technic under the name of 
Biotech Publications. at the New ilaven meetings, an exhibit of this publishing 
agency W4S arranged aud it seemed to attract considerable attention. The idea of 
organizing the work in this way, so as to relieve the Comittee of considerable 
routine, Was well received. 


To make Biotech Publications a success, its business tiust expand so thet the 
Salary of its munager can be peid without diminishing the profits turned over to 
the Society. It is hoped that it may soon undertake the publication of books writ- 
ten by wembers of the Society or by others in the field of bacteriology. accord-

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BOOK REVIEWS 


BaCTERICLOGY. \. WwW. Ford. Part XII of CLIO wEDICa (a series of primers on the 
history of medicine), E. 3B. Krumbhaer, Ed. Paul B. doeber, New Yorx (1959) 
207 pp. yee 50 


This is « series of pocket-sized (3 5/4 x 4 1/4") booklets intended as gen- 
eral reading matter on specitl phases of the history of wedicine. The author of 
this book presents the history of bacturiology in what ne calls e chronological 
manner, endeavoring to show the state of knowledge in regard to this science at 
séCh of the vurious periods which he is consideri:. The subject is trested in i 
non-technicel menner ind without going into such detil us to meke the discussio:.s 
tiresome. The treatment, nevertheless, seems to be entirely adequete and is schol- 
arly in its method of present:.tioa; in contrist to some recent books o1 the subject, 
emotionel] eppecl is lickiug. 


The book is divided i.ito 12 chipters, the first four of which deul with the 
history of bectcriology up to the beginuing of the 19th century, whiie the fifth 
taxes the subject up to 1840, when Pesteur wus bugismi.y; his work. The neat four 
Chepters cover ebout «0 years oud aiscuss the period of fundemental discoveries 
which begin with Pasteur's work on fermentatiiou about 13860. The remuining three 
Chepters ere not so distincti, chronoio,icui und are eutitled, "Bucteriil toxins 
cutitoxins", oF the subject of und "Luter develop- 
wents of becteriology". The boox ends wita of-pexe bibliogrephy including 140 
references, srranged eccording to the chupters in whicn the citetions to the refer- 
ences occur.

There are four mein sections and an 
eppendix. Part I deals with methods of isolation end identification of the com- 
moner pathogenic bacteria uud nigher rungi, the examination of weter und milk and 
serological methods. «a chapter on Rickettsia und Bartonelle und enother chapter on 
Filtereble Viruses huve been udded. «a number of the otuer chupters in this section 
heve been much revised. Part II contains three chapters on haematology. Several 
new colored plates illustrating normal und patholo; ical blood conditions add to the 
usefulness of this section. Pert III is devoted to parasitology, including tth 
unicellular end multicellular forms und the insects of importence in trinsmission 
of disease. Pirt IV deuis with the pethologicel ex: mination of the vérious fluids 
umd orguns. In the eppendix cre given methods for preperation of culture media, 
Stuins, solutions reigents. 


The book is well adapted to its purpose and brings toxether a vast amount of 
useful material without being cumbersome. The concise directions, numerous illus- 
trations and detailed summeries uil combine to increuse its usefulness.

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Following as it did on the heels cof the Third Internatioael Congress for 
Micrcbiology, the program was & phenoiienal success. «althouwsh there was presented a 
total of 161 papers, Su more thun ever before, no sacrifice was made to quality. 
Specisl emphasis was laid upon immunity, viruses, chemotherepy and fermentution. 
Round-table discussions drew lurge groups end were the means of bringing farth many 
peints cf value. The instituticn of a round tebdle on history of bactericlogy, 
perticulerly stressing locel history, hed an auspicious beginning under the le: der- 
ship of Dr. Blumer, « cherter menber. 


New Heaven made an admirable lccaticn for the meetings, and the local comnittee 
cutdid itself in arrangeuents for the pleasure of its guests. The Hotel Taft, eccn- 
vention headquarters, Was ccmfcurtuble and cenvenienutly lecated. The beeutiful 
buildings «f Yule University in which the scientific sessicus Were heid, provided 
every fucility for the successful functicning of the program. In additica to rooms 
for the program itself, spacicus leunging recms Were aveileble, und the teu served 
following eaci. afterncon's sessions cffered excellent opportunity for relaxation 
and conversation. 


Inspection trips through Yale University, the Yale School of Medicine, and 
the New Haven Hespital were erranged for those interested, and the ladies of the 
New Haven group very delightfully entertained women attending the convention with 
teas, a luncheon, and escorted tours. 


Dr. Henricits Presidential address on "Characteristics of Fungous Diseases" 
was delivered the morning of December 29 to an interested and attentive audience. 


The President's Reception Was an agreeable and fitting prelude to a4 highlight 
of the meetings, the annual banquet on Deceiber 29. The banquet was indeed a momen- 
tous occasioiu. Presence at the speaker's table of seven charter members made the 
array of presidents aud locui celebrities even more itipressive. as toastmaster,

one, he gave each a hand-lettered, iliuminated parchment scroil and a copy of the 
LiTTER. 


President Henrici then ansounced tiie winner of the 1969 Eli Lilly ad Company 
Research award in Bucteriology und Isumnology. Dr. John G. hidd of the Rockefeller 
Institute received amid much applsuse, the bronze medal and the check for yl,000. 

A brief sketch of Dr. Kidd's life and works is included below.

Biographical Sketch 


Dr. John Graydon Kidd was born in Edgewood, Texas on July 20, 1908. He grad- 
uated from Duke University in 1928 with a B. a. degree, and from Johns Hopkins 
University in 1932 with an Mi. D. Since that time he has held the following profes- 
sional ueppointments: Medical Interne and Assistant Resident Physician, Hem y Ford 
Hospital, Detroit, from 1952-1934; Assistent in Pathology and Bacteriology at the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research from 1954 to 1938, and fron 1938 to 
date, Associate at the Rockefaler Institute. 
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acconplisiuent 
(Excerpt from Citation Read by President Henrici in Presenting the award) 


"Nearly ell of Dr. Kidd's investigative work hus been concerned with the com- 
plex interrelations between viruses, tumors, and the imuunity reactious. In this 
field, during the past five years, he haus contributed a long series ef consistently 
importent papers. 


"In 1956 Dr. Kidd, together with Dr. R. J. Parsous, disccvered a new virus, 
cne causing oral pepillomatosis of rabbits. It acts culy upou tae crel mucous 
membrane, is eudemic in dcwestic rabbits but uct preseat in wild rabbits, and 
differs frem tne Shope papillcmu virus in this respect as Wel. as in the fact that 
it is antigenically distinct. With the cin cf learning ucre abcut virus tumors 
6s & Cless, Dr. Kidd hus utilized the pepillomes produced in rabbits by the Shope 
virus, and has shown that differences in the ccurse cf the development cf these 
ercwWths depend upon a ccmplex interpley cf factcrs, some of which are referable tc 
the virus, some to the infected cells as such, while cthers are the expressicn of 
reactions ageinst the grcwth on the part cf the hest. In further studies, the 
i.maunclogicel aspects of the virus-induced tumr were compered with those in « 
trans, lantable cancer cf unknown cause, the Brewn-Pearce epithelicma cf rabbits. 
Dr. Kidd has shewn thet fren the papillem: there can be -btained a complement- 
fixing antigen which has preperties identifying it with the virus. A siilar, but 
liuaunclegicelly specific, antigen was “btained from the Briwu-Pearce tumr. It was 
demenstrated that this antigen dees uct cecur in «ther rabbit tissues, either 
OY necplastic. These disceveries «pen up a uew field fcr iusunclogical 
studies «f tumrs. 


"Dr. Kidd has receitly tuxen up the preblew preseuted by the failure tc 
obtéin virus freu soue cf the papilleowes which it prcuuced iu cottcutail rabbits, 
its neturel hosts, aud he has fuund tneat this fuilure is due tc extravusaticn into 
the growths of virus-ueutraliziug entibidy derived frem the blecd. The fiading 
cffers a reasou for tue appareut lacx of virus iu extracts cf the cancers deriving 
from virus papillcmas. The circulating autibody does uct affect the virus sc loug 
as the latter is asscciated with the papilio:m celis, and hence these latter cou- 
tinue to multiply; but When the virus hes been liberated, us in extracts of the 
tumcr tissue, the entibcdy, which is also present, promptly neutrelizes it. Other 
studies have been concerned with tne effect cf curcinegenic substances such as 
ter upen virus-induced twars, und cf tumer viruses upen tumers induced by ter, 
wud upcn the production of eativiruses in the lymph nedes. 


"In chocsing Dr. Kidd tc receive the Bii Liliy award for 1939, the Committee 
believe thet they have chosen 4 1%n whe cuply fulfills the requirements fcr this 
prize, newely one whe hes clreudy ecntributed cutstiunudiugl, to his field, «ud who 
shows great prcivise fur the future. Botu the quentity end the quality of his 
investigatious indicete tuat he possesses in the fullest measure the heen insight 
aud persistent eutuusiasi: which are tne first requisites cf 4a successful scientist."

Dr. Serles reported inforimlly tc the Society upon tae fcll: wing Council 
wctions. 


1. Locetions cf 1941 und 1942 meetings: It was decided that the 1941 meet- 
ing would be held in Bultinere, und Wes tentutively ugreed thut the 1942 meeting 
wculd be held in Columbus, Ohio. 


&- Increase in size of JOURNAL OF BACTERIOLOGY: In view of the fact that 
the editors have found it increasingly difficult to crowd the good material 
accepted for publication into the allotted 1300 pages per year of the JOURIAL, the 
Council authorized the secretary-treasurer to negotiate with Williams and Wilkins 
Company regarding an increase in pages. 


5. Change in Number of issues of BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS: Upon the recom- 
mencation of the editor, the Council voted that the 200-275 pages per yeer of the 
REVIEWS be published in four issues per year ratner than two. This will euable 
tie publishers to obtain a second-class m&iling; permit, lowering materizlly the 
cost of postage, and will enuble the editors to place us many pages &s the) wish 
in ény Oe issue. «au additionuui y5u was budgeted to cover suditioml editorial 
expenses. 


ildonographs: Dr. 2. Buchanan, chairiaan of the former Comittee on 
mOouoKrapis, and who had reconmeised the discharge of nis committee when BaCTERIO- 
LOGICs.L was initiated, had requested thet his comuittee be revived. Dr. 
S. w. Fletcher of the association of Laid Grant Colleges and Jniversities, had 
requested the Society to uppoint & committee to suggest suitable subjects in agri- 
cultural bacteriology for its proposed series of monographs deauliug with agricul- 
tural subjects. The Council recommemed the appointment of & comuaittee to consider 
these items and the relation they would bear to BaCTERIOLOGICAL REVIE\S. 


o. Exhibits at aunual Meetings: To clarify the situation with regard to 
exhibits at the annual meetings, the Ccuncil authorized the avpoiutment of & com- 
mittee to defiae the type of comercial exhibits to be displuyed at future annual 
meetings. 


6. Teaching of Bacteriology: The Council sutnorized the appointment @ a 
committee to consider the desirubility cf appointing & permenent committee on the 
teaching of bacteriolcgy. 


?. Committee oa Certification of Bacteriologists: The committee appoiated 
t° consider the advisabi lity of the establishment of a committee oa certifice ion 
of bacteriologists recommended to the Council that no certifying board be set up 
at the present time, but that if any organization sheuld indicate its intention 
to establish qualificaticus for medical bectericlogists, the Council shculd take 
ecticn. This report was accepted by the Council, with the amendment that the ccm- 
mittee be continued or & new cne appointed at the discretica »-f the new president. 


8. Third Internaticuel Crugress for liiercbiolegy: The Ccuncil accepted the 
propesals of Dr. He Rivers, President, und Dr. heuneth Ge: duer, treasurer, cf 
the Congress. Summarized, these inuvelve the turning cver «f surplus Theobald Smith 
tiedsls to the Scciety; the reiwbursiug «f ccutributing scientific societies pro 
rete, frou eny surplus fuuds, surplus funds exceeding the maximum requirements cf 
this previsicn to be turned over to tne S. «a. B. for the creation of & special 
Ccougress fund; ond the assiguiug cr rights te the Prcceedings over to the S. a. B., 
any royalties to be added to the speciul Coigress fund. These propustis must have 
the apprcevel of the Executive Coiuiittee of the Cungress befcre going into effect. 
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9. Biological Abstracts: The Ccuncil appreoved a guarantee of sib scriptions 
net to exceed 50% cf the tetal paid active membership for 1940, and an apprc pria- 
tion cutright of $750 for editorial expenses, with toe understanding that this 
guarantee and appropriation iniplies no cbligatica to continue support. The Council 
also approved the appointment cf a second representative by the President to col- 
labcrate with Dr. Hitchens and report to the Council on all fiscal affairs of 
BIOLOGICAL saBSTRa«CTS. 


10. Membership Comnittee: The Council authorized the appointment cf a 
committee on membership. 


ll. Budget for 1940: The following budget to cover ordinary expenses of the 
Society fcr 1940 was appreved.
